But few farmers realize the blessing 
in good farms. It matters not whether 
the farm is secured by gift, or by pur¬ 
chase. The earth, the farm land, for a 
a home for man was the second thing 
in the creation. After this man was 
placed upon it and became a tiller of I 
the soil, the farm, as a reward for. his 
toil, he was to eat of the fruit which | 
the farm produced. It has brought j 
forth everything pleasing to the taste 
and does so still. With all the cares 
and toils of the farmer many of these 
fruits. "Whose seed is in itself, upon 
the earth," come to greet him without 
cultivation or care. . Many of these 
fruits have become necessary articles 
and are enjoyed in every home. 

The words, tiller of the soil—the farm¬ 
er—is one who cultivates, prepares the 
land for seed and keeps it in a state 
favorable for the growth of crops. 
There is much meaning in this last sen¬ 
tence-definition of fanner, and upon ita 
understanding rests the farmer's suc¬ 
cess. Every farmer can pkiw, but every 
fanner does not cultivate. Too many 
farmers expect the farm to keep them 
instead of the farm being kept by them. 
If the farm is not-kept-it will soon go 
for the payment of bad bills, become 
impoverished or washed away. 

To cultivate the farm means to devote 
time to, to fertilize, to improve hv labor 
with a view to valuable returns from it I 
in crops. To improve by labor is to ' 
make good use of all fertilizing mate- [ 
rial on the farm and let nothing go to 
waste. On fields intended - for* corn 
hebvy crops, of weeds are allowed to 
mature, when they should have been 
turned under for fertilizer. Knowing 
when to plow a field for wheat is as 
important sometimes as to know which 
field to plow for corn. A farmer can¬ 
not always follow rotation in crops, nor 
shguld he attempt to raise a bountiful 
"crop one year at the sacrifice of crops 
and lands the next. He should never 
play the rogue's game-take all away 
and put nothing back. This is bank¬ 
ruptcy. The farmer must look - ahead 
and keep the farm in condition favor¬ 
able to the growth of crops in coming 
years. He must not only know how to i 
cultivate but when. Almost as much | 
depends upon the when as the how.
